LAS ANIMAS, f 
the county-seat of Dent County, and situated 
near Fort Lyons, on the south bank of the Ar- 


kansas River, 100 miles east of Pueblo, The 


town, as located, stands upon what is known as 
the Las Animas grant,—e tractof land containing 
4,000,000 acres, and embracing, in fact, nearly 
the whole of Southern Colorado. A synopsis of 
the early bistory of the grant would oscupy too 
much space, and fail to interest the general 
reader. When New Mexico was ceded to the 
United States, these lands, which had previously 
been donated by the Spanish Government to 
certain indsyiduals,—much after the sane fasl:- 
iou that King Charles employed in the early 
settlement of the Colonies,—passed along with 
it; but, in the majority of cases, the rights of 
the grant-claimants or their heirs had al- 
ways been protected by the General Gov- 
erument, and these extensive tracts, embracing 
the most fertile agricultural and stock-grazing 
lands in the Territory, were never considered 
open for pre-emption or homestead-entry. The 
greater, or at least the most desirable, portion 
of the grant is held by what is known as persons 
who have obtained tities from the original 
graptees or their heirs. No other kind of settle- 
ment was allowed, and 
NONE BUT A DERIVATIVE TITLE 
could be obtained. For some years past, and in 
order to avoid the endless litigation which this 
state of affairs must give rise to, efforts have 
been made to induce the General Government 
either to confirm the grant in controversy to the 
original claimanta, or buy them out entirely, 
and then throw the whole tract open for public 
settlement. Pending these negotiations the 
Town of Las Animas was located, while a large 
number of settlers squatted on the richest lands 
up and down the river, and quietly waited 
for developments, or until the business between 
the heirs under derivative claims and the United 
States Government had been satisfactorily ad- 
justed. These people all supposed that they had 
a good thing, and rightly they were entitled to 
it. It wae impossible to get titles to the iands 
through the channel of the Land-Office. 
It was equally impossible to obtain a valid title 
from the derivative claimants. The only thing to 
be done was to wait; and so extensive farms and 
towns were marked out, and men settled down 
wich the conviction that they would have the 
first chance when the market did open. But 
this fancifal dream of security has | rudely 
dispelled, and the squatters are now alive to the

THE RIGHT OF EMPLOYMENT. 
When, in the age of the Reformation, the 
monasteries and convents were closed by those 
Governments which had espoused its principles, 
‘their inmates reduced by the policy of the law, 
to the secular condition, and their property con- 
fiseated, a new problem arose for the solution of 
statesmen. The monasteries had been the prop- 
erty of the Church; but in theory, and to a 
great extnt in fact, the property of the Church 
was the patrimony of the poor. To the monas- 
tery or convent came the unemployed as well as 
the sick, the lame, and the blind, for there was 
their refuge. These institutions had long been 
foci of Christian charity. Whether at the time 
of the Reformation they were so or not, does not 
concern us bere; nor do the abuses which crept 
into them, and which were remedied by their 
abolition.

When laborers are idle, it is either 
because they will not work or because there is 
no capital that can be used in giving them work, 
unless the employers are willing to submit to a 
loss. This they are not willing to do. If, now, 
the State steps in and taxes the community to 
support certain laborers, what is the result? 
The first result is that the owners of property 
are unjustly deprived of it. Taxes levied by 
Government, to afford employment to laborers, 
is wealth taken out of the pocket of its owner by | 
the strong hand cf Government. The. levying 
oft such os tax for such 8 purpose 
is dividing the wealth of the capitalist 
with the laborer. 
way of effecting u community of goods. Ita ef- 
fect is the same, so far as the owner is con- 
cerned, as if it was taken from him and divided 
among the laboring class. But there 1s another 
point to which attention must be called. It is 
this: The levying of taxes to afford employ- 
ment to laborers out of work does not and cannot 
accomplish that for which it is levied, Since 
such levy only transfers wealth from individuals 
to the Government, the individuals who have 
beer using it in manufactures or otherwise will 
now be compelled to discharge their hands. 
Their capital having been diminished to 
extent of the tax, they 
obliged to dismiss a number of bands, which will 
bear the same proportion to the whole number 
of employes before the tax was raised that the 
tax iteelf bears to the amount of capital used by 
them in the support of laborers. Indeed, more 
workmen must be discharged on account of the 
levy of the tax than the Government will be able 
to employ by ite means, since the amount tbat 
reaches the treasury will be leas than that of 
which private enterprise is despoiled by all the 
cost of ite collection. The amount of capital in 
a country that can be used in the support of labor 
remaining the same, the demand for labor re- 
mains the same, and by no possibility can Gov- 
ernment find employment for more. It can flad 
employment for one thousand or ten thousand 
only by throwing more than one thousand or ten 
thousand out of employment. 

The doctrine of the right te employment is 
the negation of property. As Proudhon says: 
*“* Give me the right to employment and I give up 
the right to property.” ‘When the laboring class 
lays claim to such a right, it claims 
a privilege greater than any accorded to 
any other. If the lab rer may demand that the 
Government shall pro ide him with labor, may 
not the merchant asa that it shall find him cus- 
tomers, the doctor patients, and the lawyer 
clients ? In the last analysis, the demand means 
that the State shall do everything and the indi- 
vidual nothing. It is a demand that civilization 
shall retrograde instead of advance; for the 
law of the progress of civilization is the growth 
of individuality, of personal independence of 
the community, and the restriction of the sphere 
of government. Governments were instituted 
to defend the individual against the many. The 
advocates of the right of employment set the 
many over the individual, and make of Govern- 
ment an institution to pillage the individual for 
the benefit of the mass. Could they carry out 
their principles, they would make the State an 
organized robber, to guarantee to the idle, the 
improvident, the spendthrifts, and the drones of 
society the results of the sweat and toil of the 
thrifty and the self-denying. 


who had for centuries sought belp at their doors 
were without any resource. The old method of 
relief was gone; anew one not yet provided. 
And now it was for the first time in the history 
of the world that the State undertook to fiad 
employment for all able-bodied men who could 
procure none for themselves. To the hitherto 
acknowledged functions of Government was 
added that of employing the unemployed. In 
the forty-third year of the reign of Elizabeth, 
it was enacted that the overseers of the poor 
should find employment for all children whose 
parents could not support them; also for all 
able-bodied persons, married or unmarried, not 
able to find work themselves. Power was 
given them at the same time 
taxes for this purpose on the parish, and 
if necessary on the county. The poor had not 
demanded this. The 
powerless, and the State undertook it, not as a 
matter of duty which it owed to the labdring 
. Class, nor as a right which they could claim, but 
only asa matter of expediency. That it was a

Not till the time of the French Revolution 
was the right of employment advocated. By 
the French Constitution of 1791 it was pro- 
vided that employment should be procured by 
the State for all able-bodied indigent persons; 
and institutions not unlike the English work- 
houses were established to carry this provision 
into effect, The Constitution of 1792 went a 
step farther than that rf 1791. It declared 
that i was the duty of society to 
afford such employment, and that ie | 
laborer had a right to demand it of the State. 
The Constitution of 1798 provided that the re- 
muneration of the Jaborer should be sufficient to 
support him. After this, the doctrine of the 
right to employment drops fora long time out 
of French Constitutions and appears only in 
works of the Socialists. Babœuf advocated a 
community of goods. Fourier maintained that 
every man had a right to find employment such 
as he was best fitted for. This was in 1819, after 
which the doctrine of the right of employment 
remained in abeyance until 1848. On the 26th 
of February, of that year, the following bill was 
placarded on the walle of Paris:

Tt is gratifying that Judge Williams has re- 
fused leave to file the supplemental bill in the 
Cheney case, which proposed to bring the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church into the controversy 
The issue between Bishop Whitehouse and Bish- 
op Cheney is complicated enough in its various 
legal and ecclesiastical relations while confined 
to the trial and degradation of Mr. Cheney as a 
member of the non-reformed Episcopal Churcn. 
While Mr. Cheney was a recalcitrant minister of 
the Episcopal Church, his Bishop was justified in 
meting out the full measure of canonical law; 
but now that Mr. Cheney, with others, has set 
up a new Church, which he had just as much 
right to do as Martin Luther or King Henry 
VIII., Bishop Whitehouse would go outside of 
his domain in following him there. 

Incident to the examination on the admission 
of a supplemental bill, Bishop Cheney’s views on 
the Bishopric were somewhat fully brought out, 
and they ate of special interest, because Mr. 
Cheney was once in the attitude of resisting 3 
Bishop, and is now a Bishop himself. The fol- 
lowing extract from his evidence shows his opin- 
ion on the subject: 


Q.—Do the members of the Evangelical Church par- 
ty deny that the Fresbyters and Deacons are amenable 
to their Bishop respectively ?

We are at 
peace with all the world now, and there is no 
reason to suppose, any different condition of 
things nextyear. Should such an emergency 
happen, however, it will be time enough to spend 
money when there is a necessity for it. The 
absurdity of this expenditure is well shown 
by the Cincinnati Commercial, which 
takes th» trouble to make «a detail- 
ed compéfison, item by item, between the mili- 
tary expinses of the United States and Great 
Britain, which furnishes some startling facts, 
Includigg pensions, our military expenditare 
foote ug nearly $75,000,000 per year, and our 
army mimbers 32,554 men. The total cost of 
the Eglish military establishment, including 
pensigs ind the militia, per year, is but a little 
over $0,000,000, and she gets for ita regular 
army 128,968 men, besides the militia, volun- 
untegs, and reserve corps. While we pay 
per year for West Point, Great Britain 
payts 669, 300 per year, and has six schools of 
thelighest grade, averaging, therefore, bute little 
ovel$100,000 each. While our Quartermaster’s 
Deprtment costs $15,635,000, Great Britain 
pas but $10,600,000, with an army four times as 
lage. While the British estimate for army | 
tmsportation is $1,300,000, the United Staces 
Amate is $4,500,000. Summed up, the British 
eidier costs his Government $543 per annum, 
ad the United States soldier $1,200. 
Wich such figures as these before them, there 
no reason why Congress should not effect a 
e saving in the military expenses.
